American president from, west 
of the Mississippi was a mining 
engineer and a self-made millio- 
naire when he turned to public 
service. It fell his lot to be in 
the White Hou,se at the onset of 
the Great Depression and the 
electorate turned him out in 
1932 after only one term, politi- 
cally discredited. 


But with grace and vigor, 


Hoover in private life regained 
the esteem that circumstance 
had cost him. At his death he 
was a revered elder statesman, 
respected even by the bitterest 
of his old political foes. 


Hoover was a Quaker. But it 


was at St. Bartholomew's that 
the funeral was held for his 
wife, the former Lou Henry, 
who died 20 years ago of a heart 
attack.

From 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. today 


and again on Thursday, the 
public was invited .to pay its 
respects to Hoover, who at 90 
years and two months lived 
longer than any President save 
John Adams, who died at the 
age of 90 years and 8 months. 


At 4:30 p.m. Thursday there 


will be a brief memorial service 
at St. Bartholomew's, including 
the Episcopal prayers for the 
dead. President Johnson plans 
to attend.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 1964 


presidential 
campaign 
may 


scorn lackluster and less than 
enthralling so far, but it has 
touched off a parallel contest ~

today to decide 


whether to shift its National 
League baseball franchise to At- 
lanta. 


Speculation that the board 


will vote to move the club was 
given impetus Tuesday when 
league President Warren Giles 
announced that a league meet- 
ing will be held in New York 
Thursday "to further 
discuss 


the Milwaukee-Atlanta situation 
and take action thereon." 


If a franchise move is decidec 


upon by the Braves, they will 
need six votes for approval 
from the nine other National 
League clubs. 


It's 
anybody's guess what 


action the league will take if the 
Braves seek approval for 
franchise shift. In the past, the 
National League has quickly 
approved requests which includ- 
ed the move of the same Braves 
from Boston to Milwaukee, the 
Dodgers from Brooklyn to Los 
Angeles and the Giants from 
New York to San Francisco.

TOKYO (AP) - Abebe Bikila,

Selassie's palace guard, loped in

stole the thunderous applause of 
one-half million Japanese from 
two United States world record- 
oreaking relay teams in the 
Olympic Games today. 


Just as Germany's decathlon 


winner Willi Holdorf diverted 
attention from the team strug- 
gle between the United States 
and Russia Tuesday, so did the 
one-time barefoot runner from 
Ethiopia capture the imagina- 
tion of the marathon-mad Japa- 
nese as he became the first man 
ever to win the classic Olympic 
event twice. 


The dark-skinned athlete was 


the surprise of the Rome Olym- 
pics when he charged barefool 
off the Apian Way and won in 
1960. 
But this time, wearing 


shoes, he was among the favor- 
ites as the 68 runners set out on 
the flat course that started and 
ended before 80,000'peop'le in the 
Olympic Stadium. , 


Leading almost all the way, 


he rambled 
along behind a 


wedge of white-helmeted motor- 
cycle police through a throng 
estimated at 500,000 that lined 
the 26 mile, 385 yard course 
winding through industrial and 
residential sections near the site 
of the Games. 


He came in with a time of 2 


hours, 12 minutes, 11.2 seconds, 
the fastest man has ever cov- 
ered the distance.

Bob Hayes and Henry Carr 
anchored the United States to 
expected triumphs in the men's 
400 and 1,600-meter relays, both 
in world record time.
